Would Provide Places. 

“We felt it would help these farm- 
ers and agriculture generally if they 
moved to better lands where they have 
a prospect of supporting themselves, 
or went into other occupations. We 
intend to use funds available. or a 
part of them, to provide places for 
mthese farmers. The state of South. 
Dakota and other officials are assist- | 
ing us. We intend to buy land and to 
Pay a decent price for it. But if the. 
farmers do net want to leave there. 
is nothing we can do about it. 

“The government's land program| 
contemplates the purchase of about} 
000,000 acres of land. which is only 
a small percentage of all the poor’ 
Nand in the United States. Therefore: | 
he government will initiate projects 
only in those areas where the land-| 
wners desire to be helped. Not one 
acre will be purchased without the 
onsent of the owner.”

VIOLENCE FLARES 
IN MODEL VILLAGE 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 


Violence broke out for a second time 
last night at Kohler, Wis., where strik- 
ers for several days have blockaded 
the plumbing and electrical plant own- 
ed by former Governor Walter J. Koh- 
ler, but idle for many weeks due to 
seasonal inactivity. 

Deputy marshals tossed a barrage 
of tear gas hombs to disperse a crowd 
of some 600 pickets hurling stones 
at the plant. Earlier six deputy mar- 
shals were injured by stones as pick- 
ets attacked four trucks. 

The Chicago stock yards strike re- 
'mained deadlocked as the management 
|of the Union Stock Yards & Transit 
|Company and the striking stock han- 
'dlers failed to reach agreement. 

Striking truckmen in Minneapolis 
demanded that Governor Floyd B. Ol- 
son lift the military rule of the city. 
claiming the national guard interfered 
with the strike and picketing. The

Gadlin was killed on the night of 
May 13, 1933, when he went to the 
Auto Parts Company, 332 Decatur 
street, where he was employed, to 
feed his two dogs. Two negroes at- 
tempted to hold him up and he ran. 
He was shot three times and fell dead 
near Fort street. Floyd South, 20- 
year-old negro of a Baker strect ad- 
dress, was taken into custody the next 
afternoon and confessed, but denied 
being the trigger man. He was elec- 
trocuted several weeks ago. 

Witnesses who said they knew Sim- 
mons, told police he was the other 
man in the robbery and a description 
was broadcast. Simmons was arrest- 
ed on a minor charge in New York 
and released before the description 
arrived. Police there have been look- 
ing for him ever since it was learned 
that he was wanted here. Friday they 
were successful.

WIDESPREAD RAINS BRING 
RELIEF FOR THOUSANDS 
By THE ASSOCIATED PRESS, 

Widespread rains and generally 
cloudy skies over the major portion 
of. the nation Friday brought decided 
relief after a week of stifling weath- 
er with 100-degree and higher read- 
ings not uncommon. The heat took a 
toll of 1,429 lives. 

Moisture was far from adequate, 
however, and most of the parched 
fields received merely a surface wet- 
ting which failed to reach the sub- 
soil. Prices on the Chicago Board of 
Trade were higher for all grains. Crop 
experts continued to prediet greatly 
decreased yields of all staple grains 
because of the ravages of drouth, 
heat, insect pests and _ reduced 
acreages. 

Drouth-stricken cattle continued 
marketward and numerous sections 
faced water shortage despite Yains.-: 

Accurate estimates of dollar losses 
to farmers and producers were un- 
available but agronomists. admitted 
they would reach into millions for 
both crops and live stock. Even with 
continued widespread rains, myng, 
crops already have been declared be- 
yond hope. 

Temperatures throughout the great 
Mississippi valley were considerably 
lower and the number of additional 
heat fatalities showed a decided de- 
cline. Forecasts for most states in 
the great central plains were for cool- 
er weather and showers. 

Missouri, hardest hit of all states, 
increased its list of heat victims Fri- 
day by 34 for a total during the 
current heat wave of 412. Ohio added 
13, making 176; Dlinois added 8 for 
a total of 370 and Indiana had 83, 
including five new victims. 

Heavy showers in Arkansas broke 
a 60-day period of drouth, benefiting 
growing crops and replenishing the 
water supply which had become dan- 
gerously low in some sections.

The committee is investigating con- 
tractors on government projects who 
are alleged to have forced workers to 
“kick-back” part of their wages and 
who have refused to pay the local 
prevailing wage rates. 

Testimony was submitted that sev- 
eral contractors, who had violated or 
ignored the. law, continued to receive 
government contracts under existing 
law which permits the contracts to 
go to the lowest bidder. 

Herbert Baruch, labor advisor of 
the veterans’ administration’s con- 
struction service, testified government 
departments had the power to cancel 
contracts, but that of the many in- 
volved in wage-rate disputes, only one 
contract had been terminated. 

Byek Case Cited. 

L. A. Toomes, special agent inves- 
tigating contractors handling PWA 
and C projects, testified that the 
S. M. Byck Electric Company, of Sa- 
vannah, Ga., had made 12 employes 
turn over government checks to it 
after they had wired two CCC camps, 
about 65 miles away. | 

The checks; Toomes said, provided 
a $1 an hour wage rate for skilled 
workers and 40 cents an hour for 
laborers, while the Byck company paid 
the employes 25, 30 and 50 cents an 
hour. 

Toomes, who said Byck, who was 
later permitted toe testify, had paid 
his workers $442, while the govern- 
ment checks totalled $954. However, 
he said, Byck transported the work- 
ers to the camps and paid their 
board, totalling $56 at one camp and 
$35 at the other. 

936 for Expenses. 

In addition, he said, after he start- 
ed the inquiry, Byck, who had sold 
electrical supplies t6 the camps, had 
submitted an expense account totaling 
$936, or only $17 less than the total 
pay roll. 

Byck said he had signed the NRA 
electrical construction code and un- 
til recently had been a member of 
the code authority. 

“I did not get one cent,” Byck said, 
adding he had an understanding with 
his employes before he got the. job 
for them that he was going to pay 
them their regular rates in his em- 
ploy.

Judge Sends Silent Reporters 
Back to Jail for Fifth Time 


By DWIGHT L. PITKIN. 
For their ideals, an elderly police 
court judge and two young reporters 
continued their “endurance contest” 
here today. 

Every day since Monday Police 
Judge Harlan has sent the pair, Jack 
Durham and Wesley Carty, each 23 
years old, to jail or has fined them 
for refusing to answer a question. 
Each daily refusal to answer has 
meant a new charge of contempt. 

For the judge it meant upholding 
the principle that a court can compel 
witnesses to answer competent ques- 
tions, For the two reporters to give 
in would be violating their ideals of 
the newspaper profession. 

The pair learned in advance that) 
Representative J. Sterling Towles was 
to be hanged in effigy here July 19 
for voting for the state sales tax. 
When questioned on the stand last 
Saturday at an inquiry into the af- 
fair they declined to say where they 
got the information. 

Judge Harlan, sandy-haired, florid 
and even-tempered, gave them until 
Monday to decide. They refused. He 
fined them $10 each and told them to 
come back Tuesday. They came and 
got three hours each in jail. Wednes- 
day they served six hours. Thursday 
six hours and paid fines of $3 each. 

“Tf this is an endurance contest. 
boys, I can-stand it,” the judge told 
them. ; 

“We can not violate a confidence,’ 
they replied. 

Today the reporters appeared with 
counsel, Sanders FE. Clay, who sub- 
mitted a plea for them to reveal the 
information desired not only would 
be a “breach of newspaper  confi- 
dence,” but also might “possibly in- 
criminate” them under a statute mak- 
ing it an offense to circulate slan- 
derous statements. That plea referred | 
to detogatory remarks about Repre- 
sentative Towles that appeared on 8 | 
card fastened to his effigy. 

“There is nothing in the law that | 
makes communi¢ation to newspaper- 
men privileged.” Judge Harlan ruled, | 
and added that the hanging in effizy | 
of Towles was a breach of the peace 
and any layman having knowledge of 
it could legally be compelled to testi- 
f 


oo Harlan then suggested that 
the reporters take an appeal, filing 
a petition for habeas corpus in the 
circuit court, This they declined and 
told friends on the Danville Advocate 
they would “stick it out all summer 
if necessary.” . 

Judge Harlan, a third cousin of the 
late John Maynard Harlan, who 
served on the United States supreme 
court for 34 years, said he did not 
consider the case an issue between 
him and newspapermen, for whom he 
had the friendliest feelings. 


“Assume that bank robbers came 
to town and told reporters they were 


going to rob a bank,” he added, “and 
showed them their burglar tools. 
Could not the reporters be required 
to testify?” 

City Attorney Chenault Hugueley 
commented that the court has the 
power to send Furham and Carty to 
jail “so long as the courthouse stands,” 
and that regardless of what public 
opinion might be, the court “must do 
its duty.” He added, however, that 
he believed the persons who gave the 
reporters the information in confidence 
should come forward and release them, 
“if they wanted to show good sports- 
manship.” 

They went back to jail to serve an- 
other six hours late today after Judge 
Harlan overruled their attorney's con- 
tention. 

Clay agreed with the court that the 
reporters could not claim exemptions 
on the ground they were newspaper- | 
men, even though they felt honor- | 
bound not te testify. | 

They were ordered to appear before | 
the court again at 4 o'clock tomorrow 
afternoon.

Unemployed Total Reduc- 
ed 1,813,000 by U. S. En- 
terprises in June. 


WASHINGTON, July 27.—(P)— 

William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, today 
said the government was striving to ¥ 
meet increasing unemployment in in- 
dustry and agriculture with more pub- 
lic works and relief activities. 
_ He said 10,312,000 persons had no 
jobs in industry or agriculture during 
June, but that a spurt in government 
enterprises reduced the number with- 
out work of any sort to 8,499,000. 

Thus, Green reported in his month- 
ly labor survey, the government con- 
verted a slight decline in private em- 
ployment for June into a net gain 
of 78,000 in employment of all sorts. 

He said trade union figures indi- 
cated industrial employment lagged in- 
creasingly in early July. 

“Although business activity during © 
the six first months this year aver- 
aged 7 per cent higher than last Oc- 
tober,” the labor executive asserted, 
“this was not enough to create jobs. 

“Business firms have succeeded in 
increasing activity without making 
any important reduction. in the great 
standing army of job seekers. Recent 
surveys show that a large proportion 
of this standing army has been with- 
out work for two years or more.” 

The labor executive asserted latest 
published figures showed relief pay- 
ments at. the highest level in recent 
years, 

The latest relief figures contained 
in his statement were for April, when 
he said 16,526,000 persons were on 
relief rolls and relief payments to- 
taled $112,527,000, compared to $73.- 
000.000 in April last year.

EVASION I RACE 


Says Talmadge and Pitt- 
man Dodging Issues. 


ASHBURN, Ga.. July 27.—Ed A. 
Gilliam, -candidate for govetnor, in a 
speech this afternoon to Turner coun- 
ty voters ‘in the courthouse here, re- 
newed his insistence that Governor 


Talmadge and Judge, Pittman make 
known their attitude on the two ma- 
jor questions emphasized in Gilliam’s 
platform, to wit: Repeal of the: bone- 
dry .prohibition law of Georgia and 
the-enactment of a retail sales tax. 
“What are the two public ques- 
tions. uppermost in the minds of the 
people of this state today?” asked 
Mr. Gilliam. 

“One is the repeal of the Georgia 
prohibition law and the other is ways 
and‘ means of hauling the state gov- 
ernment out of the financial bog and 
setting it up on a solid and secure 
foundation. 

“Repeal of prohibition has been be- 
fore. the people since the democratic 
party made it an issue in their piat- 
form adopted at Chicago when they 
nominated Mr. Roosevelt for presi- 
dent and. he-swept the country with 
that issue foremost in: his- memorable 
campaign. 

“It is not going to be downed in 
the Georgia law has 
been repealed and a better system 
established than the system or lack 
of system now in vogue in this state. 

“The question of taxation and reve- 
nue is also before the people of Geor- 
gia, and it also is not going to be 
downed until we have adopted in this 
state a modern system that will re- 
the burden on property and 
spread it evenly over the entire pop- 
ulation. 

“Phe day the legislature convenes 
next January, a bill is going to be 
introduced to repeal the Georgia bone- 
dry.law—probably several bills. 


Sales Tax Bill. 


“And the day it convenes there 
is going to be at least one bill, and 
maybe séveral, to impose a tax on 
retail sales. in this state and take 
over the operating cost of the common 
schools. 

“Every man in this audience knows 
perfectly well that the prohibition 
law in Georgia has broken down com- 
pletely, and that there is a_ state- 
wide demand for its repeal. 

“Everyone of you know. also. that 
the ad valorem system of taxation in 
Georgia has likewise broken down. 
and that there is a statewide and 
growing demand.for a sales tax as 
a better method of raising revenue 
to support the government. 

“Such being the case, my friends, 
wouldn’t you think that your gover- 
nor, who is asking re-election, ought 
to have an opinion on these two para- 
mount public questions, and ought to 
express that opinion, frankly, fully 
and fearlessly ? 

“Wouldn't you think that Judge 
Pittman, who arrogates to himself the 
sole, exclusive right to oppose the 
governor's re-election, ought to have 
an opinion on these two questions, 
and ought to give it to you, straight 
from the shoulder? 

Gilliam advocated the repeal of the 
Georgia bone dry law on the ground 
“of common sense and law enforce- 
ment.” He asserted that disrespect 
for the prohibition law has bred a dis- 
respect for law in general, thus in- 
creasing crime and “cursing the coun- 
try with an era of crime and corrup- 
tion unequaled in modern history.” 

He estimated that the revenue of the 
state from legalized sale of alcoholic 
beverages would amount to $5,000,000 
a year, plus a very substantial revenue 
for counties and municipal govern- 
ments,

“The have at the sanitarium 1.000 
more patients than the maximum safe 
capacity under the fire laws of Geor- 
fia.’ said Mr. Gilliam. 

“Their staff of attendants has been 
cut to the point where they have in- 
sane persons attending insane persons, 
and only a few days ago we read in 
the newspapers that an insane pa- 
tient ran amuck with a knife and

“I am reliably informed that the pa- 
tients are furnished only two meals a 
day and that none of them are furn- 
ished milk except those in -hospital 
wards. I am also informed that a 
serious epidemic has developed among 
the patients because of a lack of suf- 
fieient. and proper food. 

“Such conditions as these not only 
disgrace our state. They are intoler- 
able to the thought of a civilized and 
humane, people.. The authorities in 
charge "at Milledgeville are not to 
blame. The board of contro] are not 
to blame. Fach and all of those are 
doing. the best they can with inade- 
quate finances. 

“The blame for such conditions is 
on the ad valorem tax system of Geor- 
gia. which has broken down com- 
pletely.”

While the report of the reserve 
board does not analyze reasons for 
the drop, they are apparent to any

For the past two months there 
has been an increase in the number 
of labor strikes, and the number of 
idle workers has greatly increased, 
with a consequent cessation of mill 
and plant operation. 

The water-front strike on the Pa- 
cific coast has had shipping prac- 
tically tied up since the first of 
May, and_ industrial institutions 
which conduct a part of their busi- 
ness through Pacific ports have 
been seriously hampered. 

There is scarcely any section of 
the country which has not had from 
one to several strikes of long or 
short duration. These strikes have 
not only hampered operations of 
the plants immediately concerned, 
but indirectly have acted to curtail 
production in others. 

If the New Deal fails to bring 
about recovery the failure will be 
directly traceable to the communis- 
tic activity that is at work in every 
section of the country. 

The federal government is doing 
everything possible to create work 
for the unemployed, and it is un- 
thinkable that an American-born 
citizen who has a chance to work 
will go on a Strike, and then get on 
the government relief list to secure 
food: for himself and family while 
he remains idle. 

Stop the strikes and recovery will 
be speeded; let them continue to 
increase in number and intensity

POLICE CLEAN-UP CONTINUES. 

Notwithstanding that several At- 
lanta policemen have been removed 
from the force on the charge of 
drinking or drunkenness while on 
duty, and that all efforts to have 
them restored have failed, the warn- 
ing involved has failed to impress 
some members of the force.

GROWTH OF BATTLESHIPS. 

Reports from three of the major 
powers have it that new battleships 
of 35,000 tons are to be con- 
Structed in the immediate future. 
They are replacements under the 
armament treaty of 1922. 

The growth of the sea ships that 
are built for battle is remarkable. 
When our navy defeated the navy 
of Spain just 36 years ago our bat- 
tleships were of 6,000, 8,000 and 
11,000 tons. 

The cost, of course, has been 
Showing a corresponding increase.

But once you 
have the secret it is as easy as eating 
a chocolate nut sundae. You | just 
got to go to grammar school for a 
couple of weeks in the milky way, so 
to speak. That’s all. If you do, 
you'll soon learn that those vibrant 
winks of Venus on a sensuous summer 
evening are not just meant to make 
youngsters believe that Santa Claus is 
playing with poppa’s matches. They 
mean much more. 

I met a lady here who knows exact- 
ly what the Big Bear is up to when 
he shimmies in the gloaming. Orion's 
belt is no mystic brassiere to her, and 
as to the Southern Cross, she told me 
that it had nothing to do with Ala- 
bama mammies or Ol’ Black Joe. “The 
stars are man’s best friends,” she said.

reau of animal industry has cattle inspectors all over the country. 
When an area has been designated by the drouth experts as an 
emergency region, the cattle inspectors move in and start to buy 
cattle from farmers who want to sell. 

Already these inspectors have visited 101,759 farms in 17 states. 
They have purchased 31 per cent of the cattle on those farms. 
Most of the purchases were made in the Dakotas, Minnesota and 
Texas. Of the 1,363,332 head of cattle bought that way, about 10 


per cent had to be condemned as. unfit for food purposes. 


The 


cost of these cattle is estimated at between seven and ten million 


dollars. 


AAA’s part of the job ends with the purchase of the cattle. As 
soon as the animals are bought, they become the property of FERA’s 


surplus relief corporation. 


FERA FERA, through its state and local relief organizations, ships 
the cattle from the farms to the nearest meat packing 


center. 


The principal markets to which cattle have been shipped 


are Chicago, Kansas City, East St. Louis, South St. Paul, Wichita, 


Omaha and Sioux City. 


At these centers the cattle are slaughtered and the meat canned, 


to be distributed among the needy next winter. 


The meat never 


comes into competition with meat that moves through the business 
channels, since it will be distributed free to people who otherwise 


would not buy any meat. 


The packing firms, which slaughter and can the meat for the 
government, are paid a fee for their part of the work, but the meat 


remains government property. 


HITCH There is one point where the trick does not work so 
smoothly and the government finds itself competing with 


private business, 


That is in connection with the hides of the animals. The hides 
are worth a good deal of money and the government has been let- 


ting the meat packers keep the 
services.

TOUR Cattle in drouth areas which are not sent immediately to 

Slaughter are saved by being transpested to regions where 
there has been adequate rainfall and the pastures are still green. In 
this process, the animals take long railroad journeys and are un- 


loaded in places a thousand or more‘miles from home. 


Trainloads 


of them from the plains of the Dakotas, Nebraska and Kansas are 
arriving daily in Virginia, Georgia, Maryland and other states where 


there is still feed for them. 


The next problem which is being considered—shifting families 
from the localities where they have been rendered destitute and 
where there is no possibility, for some time to come, of their mak- 


ing a living—will not be so easy.

AS RELIEF MEANS 


FERA Leader Sees Need 
for Second Program 
Along Lines of CWA. 


MACKINAC ISLAND, Mich.. July 

-—(?)—Aubrey Williams, assistant 
administrator of the federal emergency 
relief administration, declared here to- 
day that he did not think the people 
would stand for another winter of 
direct relief and that he believed a 
second work program would have to 
be devised along the lines of the civil 
works administration. 

Williams spoke at the closing session 
of the 26th annual conference of gov- 
ernors, which wound up its session 
by electing Governor Paul V. McNutt, 
of Indiana, as chairman and select- 
ing Biloxi, Miss., for the 1935 meet- 
ing. 

In the closing session Williams 
Shared the program with Governor 
Joseph B. Ely, of Massachusetts, who 
earlier in the day discussed the na- 
tional recovery program, and warned 
that its methods and continuation 
would lead to “a socialistic state.” 

CWA Best Answer. 

“The CWA was the best answer to 
the problem of unemployment,” said 
Williams in his appeal to the gov- 
ernors to put®*their states into line 
to share the cost of general jobless 
relief, 

“We are becoming very complacent,” 
he added, “about the fact that one- 
sixth of our entire population is liv- 
ing in a state of chronic destitution. 
Relief by the direct dole is no an- 
swer. The dole crushes morale. Reg- 
ular work and wages, employment on 
something useful, is the only answer, 
and it has got to come this winter. 
People won't stand for another winter 
of direct dole.” 

The assembled governors and the 
representatives of governors coming 
from a dozen states, engaged Williams 
in a lively debate, cross-examining him 
chiefly on the responsibility of gov- 
ernors for the administration of fed- 
eral relief funds. 

“T think all of these questions,” said 
Governor Henry Horner, of Illinois, 
“are being asked principally to im- 
press on the national relief adminis- 
tration that the governors are respon- 
sible for anything that goes wrong 
with relief.” 

Horner’s Comment. 

As Williams plunged through a 
maze of figures, including new com- 
pilations showing that the drouth was 
an increasing menace, Governor Hor- 
ner asked, “Whither are we drifting 
with relief? How long can the states 
anticipate the need for relief?” 

“Probably another 12 months,” re- 
plied Williams. “Much depends upon 
the fluctuation of employment in in- 
dustry. Congress will have to appro- 
priate more relief funds, and_ the 
drouth has reached a stage where 64 
per cent of the nation’s farm lands are 
seriously affected.” 

In answer to questions on the gov- 
ernor’s responsibility for federal] re- 
lief funds, Williams replied that they 
were responsible. His suggestion that 
all state relief work appointments be 
referred to Harry L. Hopkins, the 
FERA administrator. brought Wil- 
liams into dispute with Governor Hor- 
ne

Fulton County Association 
Gets $45,000 for 450 Shares 


From. Government. 


The Fulton County Federal Sav- 
ings and Loan Association, which has 
a federal charter enabling it to re- 
ceive subscriptions to its stock from 
the government, received its first sub- 
scription, amounting to $45,000, on 
Friday. The association is entitled 
to a larger subscription. but its offi- 
cials decided to wait for opportuni- 
ties to invest the money before re- 
ceiving additional funds. 

Friday’s check represents a sub- 
scription to 450 income shares. Un- 
der the charter, the government-sub- 
scribes $3,000 for every $1,000 gub- 
scribed locally. The money is sub- 
scribed through the Home Owners’ 
Loan Corporation. 

Twenty homes have been financed 
in the Atlanta area since the charter- 
ing of the association eight months 
ago. The Atlanta organization was 
one of the first in the country to re- 
ceive a federal charter, although simi- 
lar organizations are being formed 
throughout the nation, according to 
William Scurry, secretary and treas- 
urer. 

Mr. Scurry stated that legislation 
is under way to provide federal guar- 
antees for investments up to $5,000 
in associations of this type. This 
will undoubtedly increase the securi- 
ty of such units, he said. 

Organized by a group of prominent 
Atlantans who made the initial sub- 
scription of $150,000 in November, 
1933, the association ‘is headed by Rob- 
ert G. Lose. Granger Hansell 1s 
vice president, and the directors in- 
clude Harvey Cox, C. P. Goree Jr., 
Joseph Davison and W. C. Wroe.

A LITTLE SATURDAY TALK. 

The past spring I was planning to 
make a journey to Mexico, to spend 
the summer in Mexico City. That 
would not have been such a strange 
place to go for the warm season as 
some might think, The lowlands of 
Mexico are hot, but Mexieo City is 
set in the midst of mountains and 1s 
cool in the summer as well as the 
winter. 

As it turned out, however, I post- 
poned the journey; and now I find 
myself beside a northern lake, where 
I am enjoying myself swimming and 
boating, playing croquet, tennis and 
baseball, reading and writing—and, 
from time to time, gazing at the glo- 
rious stars. 

Hundreds of letters have been for- 
warded to me here, and I have been 
glad to learn what Corner readers 
are doing and thinking this summer. 

Strange as it may seem, I am writ- 
ing these words by candle light. There 
has been lightning this evening, and 
15 or 20 minutes ago the electric 
power gave out, I am giad to seid 
candles—one at each side of my type- 
writer—but they make me think of 
how much would be taken from our 
lives if we did not have electricity. 

Candles and oil lamps go back 
thousands of years in human history; 
but the electric light for houses is! 
not much more than 50 years old, | 
and did not come into general use 
until the present century. During my) 
boyhood I lived a mile beyond the! 


limits of a city, and our house was 
not supplied with either electricity 
or gas. We used kerosene lamps. Once 
I upset one in my bedroom and that 
almost (but not quite) caused a se- 
rious fire. 

“Yes, we owe much fo electricity! 
It not only supplies us with light, 
but it also helps those who wash 
and iron clothes. It runs our vacuum 
cleaners, toasts our bread and turns 
water into ice in refrigerators. Some 
railroad trains are run by electric 
power, and many factories could not 
get along well without it. 

What has come thus far, I think, 
is just a small part of what elec- 
tricity will do for us in the future. 
We shall make wider nse of running 
water to supply us with cheap elec- 
tric curernt. Maybe we shall “cap- 
ture” the lightning and obtain help 
from a vast supply of electric power 
which now goes to waste. Some young 
reader of the Corner may be the 
one to show the world how to do that. 

Just as I was about to close this 
article, the electrie light suddenly 
came back again! Workmen. some- 
where, have repaired the damage—-

The .Will Rogers film which open- 
el Friday at the Paramount theater 
Jeaves the same mellow glow that is 
produced by sending Christmas pres- 
ents, eating Thanksgiving turkey, or 
reading Mark Twain. Fox released 
the peers under the very nice title 
of “Handy Andy” and David Butler 
directed it, but it still remains a Will 
Rogers film. 

The story is a really funny piece 
based on Lewis Beach's play, “Merry 
Andrew,” about an apothecary whose 
life is built around his pill-rolling.

The Mardi Gras scene would he 
very beautiful if the sight of Will 
Rogers clad in a leopard skin did 
not spoil the picture. And when Will 
begins to caper across the floor no- 
hody pays any attention to scenery. 
Peggy Wood plays charmingly as the 
wife whose ambition is just one step 
higher than her position and sings 
‘Roses in the Rain” at the ball with 
grace. 

Romance is provided by the daugh- 
ter, Mary Carlisle, who falls in love 
with a promising but penniless young 
medical student, played by Robert 
raylor.

Whether he manages or is 
managed, he drawls off the sly cracks 
about everything from married life to 
politics. He shows that even a small- 
town apothecary is sometimes just a 
domesticated cave-man and that na- 
ture in the raw is so far from mild 
that it can even kill social ambitions.

“The records, which are available 
to any who will look, disclose the 
fact that during the peak years of 
the most prosperous era this country 
probably has ever known the percent- 
age of the gross receipts to schools 
in Atlanta was lower than it has been

F our Successfully Escape 
Submarine Tank, Fifth 
Killed by ‘Bends.’ 


NEW LONDON. Conn., July 27.— 
(UP)—Trapped 100 feet below water 
level in the navy's giant training tank 
for submarine sailors, James R. Grif- 
fin, of Los Angeles, third-class fire- 
man, died of the “bends” late today. 

Griffin had entered the tank, which 
towers 260 feet in the air. with four 
other sailors ordered to don “escape 
lungs” and pretend they were emerg- 
ing from a submarine sunk 100 feet 
under water. The tank. the only one 
of ite kind in the world, is used to 


' 


abled submarines. 

The sailors, wearing the “lungs” 
which permit them to breathe under 
water, entered the tank at the 100- 
foot level and were to climb a haw- 
ser inside the tank to the top, traveling 
by easy stazes to prevent the dreaded 
“bends,” which are the result of too 
sudden a release of pressure. 

The four with Griffin reached the 
top safely enough. Griffin did not ap- 
pear. 

Rescuers were dispatched immedi- 
ately down the spiral staircase which 
winds about the tank, peering through 
glass windows which give a view of 
the water-filled interior, Before they 
could find him, Griffin shot to the 
surface. his body flung high above 
the tank. 

Investigation disclosed his “escape 
lung’ had stopped functioning and he 
had been trapped inside the tank. He 
remained there, ¢linging to the haw- 
ser, unable to breathe and afraid to 
let go for fear of the “bends.” Ap- 
parently he was unable to climb the 
hawser fast enough and had to let go 
for lack of breath. 

When his form shot above the sur- 
face he was pulled from the water 
and rushed immediately to a compres- 
sion chamber where he was subject- 
ed to a pressure equivalent to that ex- 
nerienced 100 feet below water level. 
He died six hours later, suffering tor- 
tures throughout his body. 

The death was the first experienced 
in the tank. construction of which 
naval officials guarde closely. It has 
been a consistent aid in training sub-

Not 
at all, for they are especially fond of 
oceanic vegetation, to which they 
cling with their prehensile tails, 
swaying back and forth in the surge, 
taking in nourishment if it happens 
to drift their way. It always does, 
for the sea, poorly described, is the

The committee chairman pointed 
out that the loans must sound ; 
that they must be for the purpose of 
supplying working capital, not erect- 
ing buildings or making permanent 
improvements; that no loan may 
made to a new business, and that 
loans must not be made unless the 
borrower can show that he was un- 
able to obtain money from. the usual 
sources.

The Driver’s Seat. 

The man in the driver’s seat— 
whether of an automobdile or a one- 
horse shay—has always received cer- 
tain respect. Regardless of who chart- 
ed the way, it is he who determines 


both the route and destination of the 
vehicle in his charge. 

In bridge it is generally the player 
who holds the majority of aces and 
kings, reinforced with favorable ‘lis- 
tribution, who occupies the driver's 
seat during the bidding. Sometimes 
distribution alone permits a player to 
dictate largely the final contract 
either by driving the opponents to a 
contract which they cannot muke or 
accepting a paying penalty in lieu of 
a greater loss. However, when a play- 
er decides to drive his opponents te the 
breaking point, he should be sure 
that they do not have an even better 
alternative destination than the one 
which was their original goal.

It can never be said that war is 
an act of God. Famines may be; a 
pestilence which comes about through 
no fault of human beings may be— 
though we have learned little by little 
that ingenuity and greater scientific 
knowledge can conquer a good many 
of what were considered in the past 
acts of God—but war is always an 
act of men. 

I think, though, before we elimi- 
nate wars .between nations we prob- 
ably will have to learn to eliminate | 
the desire that* individuals have to) 
force other individuals through physi- 
eal violence to do their will, | 

There are ways to bring about ac-| 
ceptance of the decision of the ma-| 
jority of society that certain acts are 
unsocial, and they need not involve 
physical violence. If we learn to ap- 
ply these methods in our personal con- 
tacts and in the discords which arise 
between different elements of society, 
we may also learn to use the same 
methods between nations. 

Force is probably never a_ safe 
weapon to use and our ingenuity may 
have’to be bent to discover other safer 
ways of teaching individuals and na- 
tions that they must abide by the ac- 
cepted rules of society as a whole. 
The first thing to learn is that free- 
dom must always be qualified by the 
fact that your own freedom must not 
mean somebody else's slavery. 

Thought ‘is a very great influence 
in the World and if all the women 
can get together and agree that dif- 
ferences of nationalities, differences of | 
customs must exist, but that the time 
has come when quarrels of whatever 
nature shall be referred to courts of 
aw. this will be done. 

We accept the decisions of courts 
in the punishment of crimes of vio-| 
lenee, and in practically all the civi- 
lized countries in the world there still 
are times when the passions of hu- 


times they murder each other, and 


’ 
yet we believe in the court system and 
its success. 

There might still arise cases when 
some individual nations might so com- 
pletely forget themselvés as to ignore 
the existence of a court, but some 
machinery can surely be devised which 
eould handle this emergency—either 
an international police force or an 
agreement by which the. other nations 
woul!ld isolate those nations, cutting off 
their necessary supplies or in some 
way making life for them so diffi- 
cult that they would soon come to 
their senses. 


If we really acquire this will to 
peace, we will gradually impart it to 
our children, but. we will have to give 
them something to take the place of 
the adventure and excitement of war. 

We will have-to go even further 
and devise something to take the place 
of the sacrifice which’ is so great an 
element in patriotism and which no 
matter how selfish youth may be is 
the element in their nature which 
drives them to deeds of heroism and 
to heights of unselfish devotion which 
they would be incapable of except in 
times when they feel the call to be 
somewhat greater than they really are. 

In the past this same spirit has 
been called forth by devotion to the 
church, devotion to the king, devotion 
to some causes. We see the same 
thing: in the youth of Russia today; 
they are casting aside religion to sub- 
stitute a new one under the name 
of communism, We see it in the youth 
that follows Mussolini and Hitler. 

There is a chance that we may see 
it flower in America through devo- 
tion to a real democracy and the re- 
vival of a religion which shall not be

A sharp break in Consolidated Gas 
brought some nervousness and led to 
another flurry of selling in the after- 
noon, eliminating part of the gains on 
a vigorous early rebound. The egell- 
ing wave was short-lived and the 
market firmed again before the finish. 

Many rails and industrials that were 
hard hit on the decline regained 1 or 5 
points of their losses. 


Volume Declines. 


Trading declined on the rally. Vol- 
ume on the stock exchange totaled 
9913516 shares compared with 4J,- 
337,620 yesterday. The Standard 
Statistics Company average for 
stocks advanced 1.9 points to 68,J. 

Bonds and commodities joined the 
recovery and liquidation of foreign 
bonds dried up. Wheat finished un- 
changed to a cent a bushel higher 
after having been about 2 cents up 
at one time. Cotton rallied for net 
gains of 70 to 90 cents a bale. . 

Consolidated Gas broke through 26 
to the lowest level recorded for the 
present shares and closed at 27 1-8, 
off 2 3-8. Selling was attributed to 
disappointment over the corporation's 
second-quarter earnings report, show- 
ing a much wider drop in net income 
than in gross compared with the like 
1933 period. 

Selling spread to other utility is- 
sues, including American Telephone, 
but they offered better resistance. 
American Telephone duplicated its 
1934 low at 107 3-4, then rallied a 
little to close 2 points lower.

Bank Clearings 


NEW YORK, July 27.—After 
showing an increase for three succes- 
sive weeks, bank clearings again have 
resumed a downward trend. The total 
not only was reduced from that of 
the week preceding, but the loss from 
the 1933 aggregate was the largest 
that bas been recorded thus far this 
year. The total for this week at all 
leading cities in the United States, 
as reported to Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., 
was $4,274,250,000, which was 23.0 
per cent below that of a year ago. 
This contrasts with a reduction of 7.5 
per cent a week earlier. Clearings at 
New York city were $2,747,509,000, 
a loss of 31.7 per cent, while the ag- 
gregate of $1,526,741,000 for all out- 
side centers was so similar to that of 
a year ago that no percentage loss can 
be shown. 

The outstanding feature of the cur- 
rent compilation is the heavier clear- 
ings at many of the outside centers. 
This is especially significant, consid- 
ering that these reports cover a period 
in one of the dull midsummer months. 
Total clearings this week at the cities 
outside of New York were below those 
for the preceding week, but gains 
were heavy, however, at Philadelphia, 
Baltimore. Detroit. Kansas _ City, 
Omaha, Atlanta, Louisville, Dallas 
and Portland, Ore. 

Stock market operations at New 
York culminated last year in a sharp 
break in prices at that time and bank 
settlements then were particularly 
heavy, hence the large loss in clearings 
noted this week. The total for all 
centers this week was $889,037,000 be- 
low that of the preceding week, where- 
as a year ago the reduction amounted 
‘to only $35,045,000 for the period 
covering the same two weeks.
